Those who have read a fter the great 
doubters and skeptic- ha ve been im­

their credulity . It requires more faith

“ Theology is necessa ry , hut a liv­ 
ing faith is vital. And it must r e s t on 
a person. And that person is J e s u s 
Christ," -*iid the speaker. 


“ 2. Pa !*s creed was sa tisfy ing. It 
satisfied his mind and his heart. It 
furnished the foundation of 
confi­ 
dence and of freedom. It 
removed 
fear from his heart and doubt from 
his mind. 


“ 3 Pa ul’s creed wa s sufficient. It 
wa s compared to 
a 
blank 
check 
signed with the name of a man of 
wealth and placed in his hand. All 
that wa s necessa ry wa s to fill in the\ 
amount and pa y the hill. Pa ul’s faith 
was fix ed on one able to perform 
whatever lie willed. In this wa s the 
contrast with a ny human friend. The 
human friend i- limited. J esus Christ 
is not limited. ‘He is able to guard 
that which I have committed to him.” 


The preacher said, “ If y ou know 
whom y ou believe, y ou will 
soon 
come to know what y ou believe.” In- 
tances 
were cited where men be­ 
lieved in J esus Christ, hut were op­ 
pressed with doubts a s 
to 
other 
matters. But soon fa ith in a |>er-on 
dispelled doubts as to things. 
4. Pa ul’s creed wa s secure. ‘He 
wa s able to guard.’ Scientific theor­ 


ies and theological theories nre le­ 
gion in number. They arise and dis­ 
appear. As one pa sses, another takes 
its place. Tex t hooks in science more 
than ten y ea rs old* are of little value 
and are thrown out of schools and 
ibraries.

Church. In his opinion, faith on a 
person rather than on

Says Monsv Received From British

"Washington, •]'"«!). 7.—Presenting 


Hie agreement for the repayment oJ 
the British debt to congress today 
President Harding in a brief mess- 
age characterized the settlement as 
"the first "clearing of the war, clouded 
skies in a. debt burdened world." 


"The settlement.," he further de- 


clared in speaking before a 
joint 


session, is "in effect a fight against 
war and war 
expenditure's and 
a 


rig-id adherence to ihat product of 
retrenchment, which cnlicinces• stab- 
ility precisely as it discharges obli- 
gations." 


The president asked congress to 


approve the settlement speedily. He 
coupled with this a warning against 
spending money to he-paid by Great 
Britain for a soldier bonus or any 
other project, pointing out that the 
debt is 1o be paid is already pledged 
to the repayment 
of investors in 


•American liberty bonds. 
He 
also 


included a brief but .emphatic appeal 
for flic ship subsidy bill, declaring it 
it of great importance to slop loss 
to Hie government as to collecting 
obligations owed it. 


He frankly demanOcd n vote in 


the senate oii the measure. ' "I plead 
for a decision," said Harding. 
"If 


no decision is given, the legislative 
branch of the government may pro- 
ceed as best it can to hold the loss 
in liquidation and humiliation."
